All the displays of perishable 9 in = 
place, samples of meat from the great cold 
storerooms, cooked. meats, fish, fruit, vegeta- 
bles, cheese, are protected and refrigerated by 
an unusual and splendid system. Every piece 
of meat. a calf's- head, a shoulder of lamb, 
any dry piece, stands apart and separate from 
other pieces, while such things as lamb’s pluck, 
kidneys, etcetera, are in white enameled trays.

No more interesting men toll in the world 
of commerce than bank examiners, yet com- 
paratively few ever get within range of 
the public eye. 

They live in a realm of secrecy, and rent 
as the work is which they do, one never finds 
a bank examiner in a newspaper headline. 

That these mysterious protectors. of the 
public wealth are thinking of combining— 
there are forty-one groups of state exam- 
iners, aggregating 500 men, and less than 100 
national examiners—brings a few of their 
personalities into momentary view. 


Supervision Is Extensive. 

Some facts first as to the extent of the 
supervision of our banking institutions: 
There are 21,274 state and 7,277 ‘national 
banks under constant fire of the state and 
national financial sharpshooters. Seven 
states, Arizona, Mississippi, New Mexico, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Utah, and Arkansas, 
with 4,159 state banks, are as yet outside 
the breastworks of proper supervision, but 
the financial institutions of the other forty- 
one states, as well as the national banks in 


the fort Weight states, are under the con- 


stant eye of the 600 bank examiners.
